The paragraph at 
the bottom of page 8 of the Office Action was intended to read, "In this rejection undue weight cannot be given to the 
limitation 'to shield a diffusion of sodium ion to the semiconductor junction', because this is a recitation of intended 
function or use. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between 
the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patehtably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 
(CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). In this case, no structure that is distinct from that 
taught by the prior art is required by the limitation."
